Garbage Business Brings Bad Luck to 


Every Person Connected With 


Filthy Offal. 


Slowly but surely, one of the most 


difficult fights in this valley has ever 
participated in is being won. The gar- 
bage insult that was foisted upon the 
people of Baldwin Park, is being at- 
tacked from every side, and the fight 
that was started by the citizens of 
Baldwin Park and championed by the 
Argus through every step taken, is 
coming to a close. The ordinance 
passed by the board of supervisors 
prohibiting the feeding of garbage to 
animals' used for human food, will go 
into effect in May, but in the mean- 
time, it looks as if the city will have 
to find another way to dispose of the 
refuse. The horrible loading station 
on the Covina line near Covina junc- 
tion has been moved away from that 
territory, and now comes the V. D. Re- 
duction Company, which has handled 
the garbage, and'states that it is all a 
losing game, and wants to lay down 
the hand. The following is from Mon- 
day's Herald, and explains the atti- 
tude now taken by P. C. Lynch: 


After a determined attempt cover- 


ing a period of eighteen months to col- 
lect the garbage of the city without 
heavy loss and to live up to its con- 
tract with the board of public works, 
the V. D. Reduction company will to- 
day admit to the board its inability to 
keep up its end and will probably 
amandon the attempt. 


To save itself and the city, however, 


from loss of time in making collec- 
tions and in loss of feed for the hogs 
owned by the company, the V. D. com- 
pany officials will propose a compro- 
mise which will be in effect as follows: 


That the city shall begin this week 


the collection of garbage in the city, 
delivering it to the reloading sta.tion 
of the company, which is on the Covina 
line, 80, that the garbage can^be taken 


city 'all, its „ e^ulDment, 
including 


wagons, horses and 'organizations for 
collection until such time as some fur- 
ther arrangement and agreement can 
be made. 


HOGS ARE HUNGRY. 


The matter has been taken upp by 


the Los Angeles city council, and the 
board of public works, owing to a noti- 
fication made by attorneys for the re- 
duction company that no more gar- 
bage will be collected by that com. 
pany. This notification was filed on 
Thursday, and the city finds itself in 
a curious position. 


There is reason to believe that un 


less the city takes immediate action 
the istuation will be as grave as it hat 
been in New York in the past month 
where the garbage men are on strike 
The V. D. Reduction Company states 
that it will no longer haul the garbage 
and has offered to turn its teams anc 
outfit ovej to the city for the city to 
operate. 
In the meantime severa 


thousand hogs at Baldwin Park are 
not fed regularly, and the situation is 
becoming more and more serious.

The Romans more than 2000 years 


ago knew the great value of liming 
the soil. There ia no other fertilizer 
which has brought greater results in 
many parts of the U. S. than lime, and

Many a woman cooks the 
evening meal in this way. And she's thankful that the chunks of 
coal fall oft' the tender. What would those men and women and 
little children think if they knew that we weren't feeling thankful, 


•we who live in the San Gabriel valley, and have thousands of acres 
to roam over, amid sunshine, warmth, plenty and an ever-glorious 
Mother Nature ? 


Be thankful that you are not poor and helpless and ignorant, and 


suffering with the cold in some great, bleak city of the East. Be 
thankful that you live in a valley whore no man or woman or child— 
no, nor even a dog—may starve to death. 'Be thankful that you do 
iic-t live in Hester street, where it is quite common for men and women 
and little children to starve to death. Yes, starve to death in Hester 
/itreet, New York. That's not a story out of a penny-dreadful novel.

By-Products of Oranges. 


A representative of the Bureau of 


Chemistry, Department of Agriculture 
has been in Los Angeles lately, for 
the purpose of selecting a location for 
a laboratory to be established by the 
government in the south of the state. 
The work of the laboratory will be to 
investigate methods of manufacturing 
citrus by-products, such as citric acid, 
from the culls and poorer grades of 
lemons, and of extracting oils from the 
rinds. Italy has practically a monoply 
in supplying the world with these pro- 
ducts at the present time. As the cost 
of labor in Italy is but a fraction of its 
tost in California, the only babis on 
which the state can compete with 
such conditions is by greatly improv- 
ing the methods of manufacture. This 
is the work for which tlie laboratory 
is to be established by the United 
Stau.-s government, as a result of the 
:<-pr<-.-Lf-Fuatior.s of the Citrus Protec- 
tive U-agufe through its secretary, G. 
Harold Powell, and of otht-r fruit or- 
ganizations.

Oh, that we all might be like David 


Bispham, and love our country for its 
art, as well as for its commercial suc- 
cess, and for its worldfamous egotism! 


Bispham came to us the other night, 


on Tuesday, at, the Temple Auditor- 
ium in LOB Angeles, a young man of 
sixty-five years, with the love-light of 
music in his eyes. He sang us songs 
in English, the tongue which we know 
too little about, as he points out to us, 
and he sang us American songs, and 
interpreted for us American poetry. 
This man arouses a patriotism that 
the demagogue never will understand; 
a patriotism that, is mnro deeply root- 
ed than the kind that responds to the 
fanfare of martial trumpets; the kind 
of patriotism that makes the songs of 
Homer something forever and not for 
a day. 


We go to Europe, Bispham says, (for 


he talks and explains between his num- 
bers) and there we learn to sing in 
German and in French and Italian, 
and come home, an American, and sing 
opera in German and other tongues to 
an English-speaking audience. And we 
arc too prone to think that America 
has no beautiful music, when many 
beautiful songs by American compos- 
ers are to be had, and Bispham sings 
thorn, proving beyond a shadow of a 
doubt that they are beautiful. 


Bispham has been accused of sihg- 


ing a repertoire that is strange, a pro- 
gram that is bizarre to the average 
audience. And in this criticism, we 
find Bispham's contention sustained, 
for, KO little individual discrimination 
is found in tho average opera-goer that 
ho cannot think of anything as being 
good unless it be something from II 
Trovatore, Pagliaacct, Faust, or the 
well known and hackneyed things be- 
queathed to us out of a dead past. A 
song exquisite by an American, follow- 
ing the modern lines of beauty, or 
perhaps following no paths save in- 
spiration, falls somewhat abruptly on 
the ear of the average opera-goer, who 
has worked himself up to that difficult 
plane where lie can name the songs of 
the well-known operas, and feels that 
he is musically educated. Along cornes 
Bispham with some new discoveries, 
and the result is something like feed- 
ing American maize to starving Hin- 
dus—they do not believe that it is 
food. 


But in the presence of Bispham it is 


different. He makes his audience re- 
joice with him, always. Some may not 
understand, but they enjoy. The only 
thing that afterwards spills the oint- 
ment, is that some may not go en rap- 
port to a friend and name the old fam- 
iliar opera numbers, and gush about 
enjoying "so much." Bispham is creat- 
ing, I should say, a curious anomaly. 
He is singing songs in the English 
language, written by Americans, to 
Americans, and they are puzzled, some 
of them. He is a great artist, and 
therefore, he dares to do it, and the 
next generation will build 'a musical 
shrine to him, worshiping him for lead- 
ing up and out and away from gods 
of other countries. 


Bispham sometimes sacrifices a tone 


for the purpose of expression in mu- 
sic, something which is heresy in the 
vocal religion. He evidently believes 
that the sounds which a human throat 
can make are possible because they 
may express some particular emotion, 
and he portrays these emotions as 
they naturally would be portrayed. All 
his tones are pleasing, but a vocal 
teacher might criticise him, and as- 
suredly it would not be well for a 
young singer to imitate him slavishly, 
for the things he does might in an- 
other be done with the art minus, and 
the result would be bad. But with 
Bispham's divine touch of understand- 
ing, all tones thrill, all phrases signify 
some passion, and this art is an addi- 
tion to the accepted methods, for Bis- 
pham possesses all that other great 
singers have, and his own genius be- 
side. 


Bispham's voice is a basso cantante, i 


and his heart Is the heart of a poet. I 
I would not say that he is a dramatic 
baritone, as the Philharmonic course 
programs speak 
of him; I never! 


though of him as a baritone, but it is 
hard to introduce a singer to those 
who never heard him, and call him a 
basso, for the deep throats are seldom 
more than heroic in repertoire, and 
not capable of a diversity in emotions. 
Bispham hasn't the golden voice of 
Amato, who visited us recently, nor 
has his voice ever been comparable 
with such voices. It is lower in regis- 
ter, employing a depth which the bari- 
tones do not ever attempt. 


Among his American songs was one 


by Harriet Ware, "How Do I Love 
Thee?" the poetry being Mrs. Brown- 
ing's. This is an exquisitely tender 
thing, and another American song he 
used was Sidney Homer's setting to 
Tom Hood's "Song of the Shirt." He 
sang Louis Elbel's "Calm Be Thy 
Sleep," the text being the old poem of 
Tom Moore's, and these songs were a 
revelation of what is occasionally be- 
ing done in song-writing America. Bis- 
pham takes the occasion to say that 
we, as Americans, study every Ian-' 
guage but our own. And in his genial 
way he gives us this truthful sting: 
"We find execrable rag-time songs lit- 
tering the pianos in otherwise respect- 
able homes." In the English from mu- 
sic of other days he sang, "Hear Me! 
Ve Winds and Waves, from "Scipio," 
by Handel, and "I Attempt From Love- 
sickness to Fly," by Purceil. A won- 
defully tender thing was the song by 
A. Secchi, "When Two That Love Are 
i 
Parted." 


Bispham closed his evening with the 


recitation 
of 
Longfellow's 
"King 


Robert of Sicily." set to music for al- 
ernate piano and pipe organ accompan- 
iment. 
A chapter could be written 


about this rendition, but it is sufficient 
to say that many an auditor who had ; 
read Longfellow's poem often, felt for ;

LAND SHOW COMING. 


Pacific Land and Products Exhibition 


to Be Held In Los Angeles Next 


March. 


Announcement that the Panama ca- 


nal will be open in 1913 has caused 
capitalists in all parts of the country 
to fix their eyes on the sparsely set- 
tled lands between the Rocky moun- 
tains and the Pacific as offering op- 
portunity for vast profits. Each year 
more than 200,000 immigrants fo the 
United States "st themselves as farm- 
ers, and it is 
pected that this num- 


ber, at leapt, will br diverted to the 
Pacific seaboard by the canal. 


The reason back of this may be seen 


in the agreement of economic experts 
that t.he Sierra Nevada range of moun- 
tains in California alone, far exceeds 
in natural wealth the mountain ridge 
comprising two-thirds of Italy, from 
which more than 
20,000,000 people 


draw their livelihood and support a 
debt-burdened government. 


The great land show to be held in 


Los Angeles next March by the Pacific 
Land and Products 
Exposition will 


give these capitalists their first oppor- 
tunity for careful comparison of the 
money-making advantages of the var- 
ious sections of the Pacific states, in 
connection with the canal opening. 
This gives the show an international 
significance, and has caused Henry E. 
Huntington to accept the position of 
president, with Philip D. Wilson as 
general manager, while the Southern 
Pacific, Santa Fe, Salt Lake and Paci- 
fic Electric systems are represented on 
the advisory committee by William 
Sproule, Epcs Randolph, E. O. Mc- 
Cormick, J. J. Byrne, F. A. Wann, Paul 
Shoup, and others. 


Land For The Landless. 


San Diego, Nov. 2-1.—To clear from 


brush and weeds 7000 acres of the 
city, or "pueblo" lands, and plant them 
to trees and lease them in small farms 
to the landless mr-n of the country 
who yearn for a farm and a home is 
the plan of the city forester, Max 
Watson, following the success of the 
exposition farm started at Balboa park 
to propagate flowers for the Panama- 
California International Exposition. 


Watson was appointed city forester 


about a year ago. Since that time h<! 
has reclaimed hundreds of acres of a 
7000 acre grant which belongs to the 
city of San Diego with eucalypti and 
other quick-growing trees, using there- 
for the dry-farming process entirely. 
Trees less than a year old on this 
huge farm are now over eight feet 
high, and the loss from drouth, re- 
markable as the statememt may seem, 
has been absolutely nil. 


San Diego county contains hundreds 


of thousands of acres of "mesa" lands 
susceptible to cultivation by dry-farm- 
ing methods. It is to prove this fact 
that Watson is working. He proposes 
now to utilize the labor of city and 
county prisoners and reclaim the en- 
tire 7000 acres of city land, plant it in 
trees and fruit and shrubs, hay and 
grain, and to make these waste lands 
yield a revenue to the city and county.

Bashor says that Kelseyville is one of 
the prime farming regions of the state, 
and is becoming recognized more and 
more as the country becomes settled 
up.

Needless to say, none got over 


Secretary Wilson Has Words Of Ad- 


vice Concerning Streams of Na- 


tional Forests. 


MUNICIPAL WATER SUPPLY. 


fiigfeetefeool 
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Secretary Wilson has decided that 


he interests of cities and towns which 
obtain their water from streams hav- 
ng their water sheds within the na- 
tional forests, call for special meas- 
ures of protection, and he has there- 
ore developed a plan of co-operation 
for the Department 
of 
Agriculture 


with those communities which are a- 
ive to the importance of keeping their 
water supply pure. 
There are many western towns and 


cities, some of them of large size, 
which derive their water from drain 
ago basins lying inside the National 
forests. One of the recognized objects 
of forestry Is to insure the permanence 
and protect the purity of the muni- 
cipal water supplies. As the forests 
are maintained for the benefit of the 
public, Secretary Wilson considers it 
the duty of his department to do all 
that it can both to prevent the pollu- 
tion of such supplies and to create or 
maintain condition most favorable to 
a constant flow of clean water. 


Stock raising and occupancy of the 


land for the various kinds of use 
which are ordinarily encouraged on 
the national forests may be highly un- 
desirable if allowed on the drainage 
basins which are the sources of the 
drinking water. There is also to be 
considered the injury which may be 
done if the water is silt-laden. Byj 
protecting and improving the forest 
cover and by enforcing special regu- 
lations to minimize erosion and to pro- 
vide for the maintenance 'of sanitary 
conditions, the government will try 
to safeguard the interests of the pub- 
lic.

forest officials find may be removed 
without injury to the water supply of 
the city, or for the building of roads, 
trails, telephone lines, etc., not incon- 
sistent with the objects of the agree- 
ment, or for the rights ,of way ac- 
quired under acts of Congress. The 
secretary also agrees to require all 
persons employed on or occupying any 
of the land to comply with the regu- 
lations 
governing national 
forests 


and to observe all sanitary regulations 
which the city may propose and the 
secretary approve. 


The agreement provides for the ex- 


tension of the forests on the part of 
the government by seeding and plant- 
ing and the beet methods of silvicul- 
ture and forest management, so far 
as the funds available will permit. 
The city on its side is expected to as 
sist in the work by paying the salar- 
ies of the additional guards necessary 
to carry but the"'agreement, and in 
case extensive forest operations are 
immediately desired by ' the city, ii 
would bear the majority of the cost 
entailed by the work.

weights, shekels.

tion to God" was a half shekel, and 
the shekel Is explained by Josephus 
as equal to four Athenian drachmae of 
the value of about 55M; cents in Ameri- 
can money. The first Jewish coinage 
under authority was. it Is believed, 
struck by Simon, the Maccabee, about 
the year HO B. C. 
It consisted of 


shekels and hnlf shekels. 
This coin- 


age had its value signified upon it, 
"Shekel Israel," in Samaritan charac- 
ters. 


Modern "Dew Ponds." 


The ancient "dijw ponds" of F.ng- 


land have their modern counterparts 
on the rock of Gibraltar, whore drink- 
ing water is obtained by 
I lie conden- 


sation of the abundant dew in espe- 
cially prepared basins. 
The primitive 


process consists in milking a hollow in 
the ground and tilling the bottom with 
dry straw, over which is placed a lay- 
er of clay. On a clear night the clay 
cools very rapidly, and the dew is con- 
densed into water in the basin. 
The 


pond is improved by putting a layer of 
asphalt or Portland cement under the 
straw. At Gibraltar the present prac- 
tice is to use wood instead of straw 
and sheet iron instead of clay.
